As might be 
supposed, the ichome is rather com- 
plex and has a ffreat many ramtlica- 
Uons, 


Broatli* srwaJiios, the JiKlerai gor- 


ernuiect vill, outline the plans. The 


" states wtll be charged with their exe- 
cution. Howes-ur, the lederal govern- 
ment will retain full control of the 
situation and will dictate in detail 
what'must be done. The states will 
supply the machinery to carry the fed- 
eral .purpose Into execution. In this 
way there will ae one result ID every 
community despite the fact that hun- 
dreds of committees will be at work. 


Going somewhat into-the de'^viis oC 


ta* mechanism, coal Trill be handled 
in. this way: 


Tfte iTesideni'z committee, consist- 


ing of five members, will outline the 
nation's pollciet. 


The President's adminiatratiYa com- 


mittee, consisting of one coal opera- 
tor trom each actively producing dis- 
trict, will 'map out the plans *OF car- 
rying these policies into effect. 
It 


will have control over the comjnittees 
in each coal district'and over the dis- 
tribution commiuees appointed by the 
governors of the states. 


The President's regional commit- 


tee?, consisting of one representative 
of the Commerce Commission,.one rep- 
resentative of tfc-J Department of Com- 
merce and one operator, will h»ve. in 
tho coal producing districts, complete 
control over the assignment Of cars 
and will pool all open market orders _ 
received in each district. They will i 
represent the commission by seein; 
that its priority orders are obeyed- 
They also will allocate coal produced 
in each district to the various states 
according to the schedule worked out 
Jointly "by the policy and administra- 
tive committees. 


A governor's committee will he ap- 


jtolnted jn each state. It will consist 
of sQcli members as the governor shall 
direct. It will report, directly, to the 
President's administrative committee. 
It will have complete control of dis- 
tribution within the state subject, of 
course? to the priority orders ,of the 
commission. 
It will have to decide 


who may have coal and who must go 
without. It will have to decide wheth- 
er'tho retailers' margins shall be fixed 
and what they must be; also what re- 
tailers shall have coal and which ones 
shall be embargoed. It will have to 
decide whether the jobbers shall func- 


' tion or shall, teoiporarily, hold their 


breatbs. 
It is announced definitely—as indi- 


cating the control which the federal 
government will eierciae—that the 
failure of any governor to appoint 
such a committee- will ttot mean. th_e 
absence of price control in his state. 
It is also announced that if any gov- 
ernor becomes lax in his administra- 


beiwe^n the operators and miners and 
between tho railways and, their work- 
ers. 
It is rather a ticklish job, for 


politicians, to handle a situation of 
this sort. It is too iifceiy to havo an 
unpleasant outturn on. election, day. 


j So, it was surmised tne state organi- 


ions were only too willing to allow 


the federal officers to in vet the situa- 
tion alone. 


However, ths question -,vas too big 


for one little group to solve".* unaided. 
Thai started the movement to throw 
back' iuto the states the matter o£ po- 
licing, primarily, the protection or 
those who wanied to work in the coal 
mines. That started the movement to 
bring the states actively and coopera- 
tively into the picture. / 


It is now openly declared that, aav- [ 


ing gone that far iu the matter 
of ( 


eliciting the support of the states, it j 
was a most logical step to give them j 
jurisdiction and control, over tho dis- 
tribution of coal within their borders. 


Thus ihfc plan has been aa evolu- 


tion—rapidly unfolding—from day to 
clay. <The-n*t result will be a complete 
new kind of cooperation between the 
states and the federal government, j 
It probably will mean that coal and |
